Train Your Torso To The Chore 


Whenever you use your body, 


suit the alignment to the action. 
That's the secret of graceful 
motion, free of {he strain and 
tension that induce fatigue. Fa- 
tigue, a frequent follower of poor 
posture, can lead to even worse 
posture, 
marked 
by 
all-over 


muscle weakness. 


Some of the most common oc- 


currences in your life can be 
opportunities for you to grow in 
grace and strength: 
• WHEN7 YOU WAKE UP. bring 
yourself slowly to an erect sil- 
ting position on the edge of the 
bed. Hold your back and neck 
straight, your chest high, keep 
your feet together on (he floor. 
Now, take a couple of good deep 
breaths for a fresh start on your 
new day, 


WHEN YOU BRUSH YOUR 


TEETH, don't lean on one hip 
nr lean against the wash basin. 
Above all, don't slouch. Instead, 
let your body take its natural 
alignment, with knees flexed so 
you can hold the posture when 
you bend over the basin. When 
using the brush, keep your shoul- 
ders down and shoulder blades 
spread to avoid hunching. 


WHEN 
YOU 
COMB 
YOUR 


HAIR, make the back muscles 
—not just the arm and shoulder 
—initiate 
the power. 
Lifting 


your arms high, elbows ,wide, 
encourages your body to main- 
tain correct alignment. 


WHEN YQU PUT ON HOSE, 


sit erect on the edge of the bed 
or chair and bring your knee 
to 
your chest, 
bending just 


slightly 
forward. 
Keep 
your 


shoulders down as you draw up 
the 
stocking and 
you 
won't 


slump out of line. 


WHEN YOU VACUUM CLEAN 


THE FLOOR, hold your shoul- 
ders level and keep your elbows 
flexed 
so 
that 
those 
back 


muscles, again, will bear the 
brunt of pushing and pulling. 
That way, you can guide the 
machine from an erect position. 


WHEN YOU LIFT, first align 


ynur body, then place one foot 
ahead of the other. As you bend 
over, keep your chest high and 
bend both knees. 
With shoul- 


ders down and elbows flexed, 
let your lower back muscles do 
the lifting. 


WHEN YOU CARRY, put the 


burden on those back muscles 
again; they're built to take it! 
This automatically makes your 
shoulders stay 
down, helping 


you hold body alignment. Be 
sure to bend your elbows and 
flex your knees so that you can 
walk with an easy stride instead 
of slouching along by mincing 
inches.

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1 Are Liberal Arts 
Out Of Date? 


An obvious aspect of education's current 


trend is a decline in acceptance of a degree in 
liberal arts. Jacques Barzun, speaking in Chicago 
on the subject, said there was little point in 
perpetuating " . . . a tradition of learning that 
has run its course." 


Surely this is not so. Because a vocational 


education produces an almost immediate return 
in dollars and cents, it is preferred by the 
majority of students and even recommended by 
those counseling university entrants^ 


Each year much is heard of hordes of indus- 


trial recruiters invading university campuses 
offering large salaries for graduates to bring 
their "tangible skills" to this or that company. 
The fact that these tangible skills represent 
chiefly technical competence escapes the plan- 
ners in the business world. They seem confident 
that qualities of leadership — which are best 
developed in liberal arts training—will mysteri- 
ously erupt as the employe matures. 


The opposite is more likely to occur. The 


technician in pursuit of additional skills will 
become more competent in them and, perforce, 
find himself further away from the reality of 
dealing with people. But a liberal education is 
training in versatility. A leader in government, 
business or the armed services is less than com- 
petent if he's only an expert technician. 


With the complexity of society today and in 


the future, leadership will require decisions and 
value judgments that can be made only if the 
leader has a broad understanding in many fields.

embodied in the Medicare, or King-Anderson, bill is 
to tack a medical program for the elderly on to our 
social security system. Laird has observed that this 
would be a bad example of regressive taxation, for 
the increase in social security payments needed to 
finance Medicare would bear down universally on 
people in the lower income brackets. 
Since nobody 


really knows what the cost of a Medicare program 
might be, the whack that would eventually be taken 
out of people who earn less than $5,000 a year could 
be quite painful. It would be easier on the poor if a 
medical program for the elderly were to be financed 
nut of general taxation, which would force Congress to 
diffuse the cost in a progressive way over the whole 
body of taxpayers. 


The bigger question, of course. Is whether we 


need a federal Medicare program anyway. 
H is 


now some years since Helmut Schoeck, a sociology • 
professor al Emory University In Georgia, invest). 
gated the experience of foreign 
nations, 
from 


England and Germany to New Zealand,.to see how 
they were faring wUh their compulsory Medicare 
programs. 
Drawing on many expert*, he discov- 


ered Mjnh things aa (he fact, offered by Colm 
Brngan. thai the British National Health Service 
had celebrated its tenth birthday wiihout having 
bailt a single new hospital "throughout the length 
and breadth of Britain." 


Dr. Schoeck found the Swiss were doing better 


with 1,190 separate voluntary insurance plans than 
Sweden and Germany were doing with compulsory 
programs. Between 80 and 90 per cent of the Swiss 
people were enrolled in 1958 in local plans recognized 
by the federal government. Some of the local Swiss 
plans have been subsidized to a small extent out of 
the federal purse, but the country has avoided the sort 
of skyrocketing medical costs that have afflicted the 
British. 


In the United States we already have an approach 


to the Swiss system. 
Close to 140 million people 


representing 75 per cent of the population, have some 
form of voluntary medical protection. Some of these 
don't have enough coverage, it is true, but it. would 
seem reasonable to suppose that they can be taken 
care of without saddling young couples who earn less 
than $5,000 a year with a major role in paying the old 
folks' medical bill. 


The Kerr-Mills legislation, which is already on 


the books, permits (he states to avail themselves of 
some federal money provided they have old-age 
medical assistance programs of their own. The 
virtue of the Kerr-Mills approach is that It limits 
aid to those who really are In need of it. The great 
complaint is that hang-back stale legislatures Just 
don't gei around to setting up Kerr-Mills programs. 
But one of the reasons why they don't do this Is 
that the Administration In Washington keeps dang- 
ling the bait of a federalized Medicare system in 
front of their eyes.

Padula, made an open charge that state Democrats 
were sabotaging the Kerr-Mills program in order to

prove it simply because when nothing happens there 
is no tangible evidence to which anybody can point 
But it is a reasonable bet that if Lyndon Johnson would 
tell Democratic governors to forget federal Medicare 
and go to work for Kerr-Mills, action would follow. 


Another question to be asked in connection with a 


federalized medicare system tied to social security 
what would prevent immigrants from coming to this 
country with a view to raiding Medicare? They could 
work a few quarters under social security, and then 
depart, carrying with them the right to unlimited medi- 
cal assistance in old age. This couldn't happen under 
the Kerr-Mills local state assistance program.

Mississippi has even attacked At- 
torney General Robert Kennedy 
for poltroonery and disloyalty to 
his brother's memory. Her com- 
plaint, and the civil rights lead- 
ers' complaint, is that the Jus- 
tice Department is deeply averse 
to military occupation of most of 
Mississippi by federal troops. 


Provoking the military occu- 


pation of Mississippi and other 
recalcitrant regions of the South 
is in fact the avowed aim of 
John Lewis, leader of the Stu- 
dents 
Non-Violent 
Coordinating 


Committee, 
better 
known 
as 


SNICK. 


This aim has been no secret, 


ever since SNICK began to call 
for student volunteers to go to 
Mississippi this summer to teach 
in 
"Freedom 
Schools" 
there. 


Lewis and the other organizers of 
this student movement must cer- 
tainly have known from the start 
that 
they 
were 
asking 
these 


youthful idealists to risk their 
lives. 


It is a dreadful thing to say, but 


it needs saying. The organizers 
who sent these young people into 
Mississippi must have wanted, 
even hoped for martyrs. And now, 
alas, they have got what they 
wanted. 


The warped, ignorant and hate- 


ridden men who gave them their 
martyrs must answer for their 
crime. They must answer, not 
as common murderers, but as 
men who took Jife from the most 
evil and squalid of imaginable 
motives. 


Yet, urging others to become 


martyrs is not exactly admirable, 
either. Indeed, this is a dark and 
tangled web 
in 
which 
almost 


every strand is "ugly or suspect, 
except for the strand of idealism 
of the martyrs themselves. The

question remains 
whether 
this 


martyrdom in the decent cause 
of equal rights for all men is 
enough to justify occupying Miss- 
issippi with U.S. troops. 


The first point to note is that 


true military occupation, almost 
on the pattern of the reconstruc- 
tion era, is what John Lewis and 
the others like him really mean 
when they send telegrams to the 
Justice Department urging the 
dispatch of federal 
marshals. 


For the danger in Mississippi 


today does not arise from an iso-

from nothing less than the ex- 
istence of a widespread, semi- 
organized — perhaps much more 
than semi-organized

ground terrorist movement dedi- 
cated to white supremacy.

against racial demonstrators in 
some parts of the South. How- 
ever, as any cop who has a dog 
as an escort will (ell you, they're 
comforting things to have around 
on a dark night in a tough dis- 
trict. 


However, their controversial na- 


ture makes it somewhat sur- 
prising that Congress* own police 
probably will be authorized to 
make use of the dogs. There has 
been an increasing number of 
muggings and attacks 
on the 


grounds of the Capitol at night, 
making it an uncomfortable place 
for legislators and their staffs 
who find it necessary to work 
late often.

be certain of one 


thing, however. The dogs will be 
few in number, handled by ex- 
perienced officers,

there'll 


be a lot of indoctrination on con- 
ditions under 
which any 
dog 


should be unleashed on a crim- 
inal suspect. After all, no one

for 


having the wrong man bitten in 
the dark — particularly a senator 
or congressman!

tyrdom. The new governor of 
Mississippi, Paul Johnson, began 
to strengthen the forces he could 
depend on to maintain law and 
order, such as his highway po- 
lice. From the start, he promised 
cooperation with the federal au- 
thorities, and so far he has been 
cooperating. 


The federal 
authorities 
also 


greatly strengthened the Justice 
Department's forces in Mississ- 
ippi by sending in additional FBI 
agents and in other ways. Final- 
ly, an attempt was made to per- 
suade the student volunteers who 
were on their way to Mississippi 
to avoid provocation and refrain 
from openly courting danger. 


For this last purpose, Burke 


Marshall, 
the Justice Depart- 


ment's chief civil rights special- 
ist, sent his assistant, John Doar, 
to the student's training center 
at the Western College for Wo- 
men in Oxford, Ohio. When Doar 
warned the students that federal 
protection could never be either 
instantaneous or omnipresent, he 
was loudly booed. 


Perhaps another, soberer mood 


will have descended on the stu- 
dents now that the fact of mar- 
tyrdom squarely confronts them. 
No one can ask them not to go to 
Mississippi. It is their right to 
do so. But it is reasonable to ask 
for prudence while in Mississippi. 


Perhaps, too, some understand- 


ing of their own wickedness will 
have come to the underground 
terrorists, now that they are con- 
fronted with the bloody fact of a 
cruel secret murder and are con- 
fronted, too, with the powerful 
engine of the FBI on the track 
of the murderers. 


If these things happen, and if 


Governor Johnson and the federal 
authorities continue to work well 
and hard together, the military 
occupation 
of 
Mississippi 
can 


perhaps be avoided. No one in 
his senses ought to want .what 
John Lewis so obviously wants— 
unless it becames absolutely un- 
avoidable, and if President John- 
son and the Justice Department 
staff 
try 
every 
expedient 
to 


avoid military occupation, they 
can hardly be blamed.

Kennedy Reversed Ike 


The French Amy had fought 


for five years, with around half 
a million men, to suppress re- 
volt in Southeast Asia. It had 
received 
more 
financial 
help 


from the United States than we 
gave to metropolitan France un- 
der 
the 
Marshall 
plan. The 


French Army failed. 


Cardinal Spellman, whose mis- 


sionaries achieved notable suc- 
cess in converting Vietnamese 
Buddhists to Christianity, was 
most anxious to get American 
intervention. He made Christmas 
trips to Saigon, gave a gift oE 
$100,000 for Christmas food in 
19S5. The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration that year topped this with 
a gift of $20,571,428 of U. S. aid 
for Catholic refugees. 


However, Ike never did go for 


major 
intervention. He talked 


about it repeatedly. He told the 
newspaper editors in April, 1953: 
"Any armistice in Korea which 
merely released aggressive arm- 
ies to attack elsewhere 
(Indo- 


China) would be a fraud." And 
he told the Seattle governors con- 
ference in August, 1953: "If Indo- 
China goes. . . the last little bit 
of land hanging down there would 
be indefensible. The tin and tung- 
sten that we so greatly value 
would cease coming. All India 
would 
be 
outflanked. 
Burma 


would be in no position for de- 
fense." 


However, Ike refrained 
from 


listening either to the wooing o£ 
Cardinal Spellman or the belli- 
cose proposals of Admiral Arthur 
Radford, who urged air attacks 
from U. S. carriers. 


It remained for Kennedy to in- 


crease the U. S. "adviser" force 
to a small army of 18,000 men; 


far greater than Ike's adviser 
force, but infinitesimal compar- 
ed with the French Army of 500,- 
000 men. 


Khrushchev Is Neutral 


One big factor in Johnson's f*. 


vor today is Nikita Khrushchev. 


In 1950, during the Korean 


war, Stalin ruled the Kremlin, 
had his troops and planes bank, 
ed around Berlin right after th« 
Berlin blockade of 1943-49, ready 
to pounce on that city if the Tru- 
man Administration carried out 
Gen. 
MacArthur's 
advice 
of 


bombing north of the Yalu River. 


Today, Khrushchev, not Stalin', 


is in the Kremlin. And Khrush- 
chev has convinced U.S. leaderi 
that he does not want war. Ha 
doesn't have to convince them, 
that he and the Chinese are on 
worse terms than 
the 
United 


States and China. 


So if the United States got em- 


broiled in conventional war with 
China in Southeast Asia, Khrush- 
chev would remain neutral. H« 
would keep hands off in any limit, 
ed American-Chinese showdown.' 


How Khrushchev would react 


to the use of nuclear weapong, 
however, is another matter. He 
has been adamant that the work} 
could not withstand an atomic 
war; 
he wants to discouragt 


atomic war at all costs. 


On the other hand, the only 


way the United States can fight 
against the wave after wave of 
Chinese manpower certain to be 
thrown into any 
war 
is 
the 


atomic bomb. To transport thous- 
ands of U. S. troops 8,000 miles 
across the Pacific would be both 
strategic and political suicide. 


So the big question remains! 


How would Khrushchev react .to 
the use of nuclear weapons in 
Southeast Asia if we got embroil- 
ed in a war with the surplus 
manpower of the most densely 
populated nation in the world*. 
This is one of the grave risks of 
the present Johnson Administra- 
tion's get-tough policy.

Tea At Wimbledon

LONDON 


The amateur spirit still domin- 


ates here in love, in politics, in 
war, and even in tennis, of all 
things. In America, tennis 5s pro- 
fessional sport, which has taken 
all the fun out of Forest Hills. 
The last time I was at Forest 
Hills, there were empty seats at 
the finals of the United States 
Championship. Well, it was on 
television, people said, and you 
could see it better. 


Wimbledon is on television, too, 


but try and get in. The first time 
I ever set foot in Wimbledon for 
the 
All-England Championships 


(it hasn't been won by an Eng- 
lishman in quite a while) the first 
thing that struck me was that 
there were people there, 25,000 of 
them, on the third day of play, 
which is not a very important 
day in a tournament. Sing ho for 
the spirit of amateurism,' Ama- 
teur tennis or amateur politics is 
not the best tennis or the best 
politics, but it's by far the best 
show. 


When I left Wimbledon at 6:30 


p. m., thinking I'd get caught in 
an awful crush if I didn't, there 
was a line a block long of people 
waiting to get in. Englishmen, es- 
pecially the teenage set, wait for 
hours in line to get standing room 
to watch unimportant early round 
matches, hoping for the unexpect- 
ed. Many times they get "it. Ama- 
teur tennis is, above all, combat- 
ive, 
which professional 
tennis 


hardly ever is. 


Quite a lot of the unexpected 


has happened here. The Ameri- 
can No. 2 and No. 3 players both 
got trounced opening day, which 
deiigbted the English. Young Den- 
is Ralston stepped off an airplane 
and right into play, which is lun- 
acy. Nobody should attempt to do 
anything after flying the Atlantic 
Ocean, especially from west to 
east; it's much rougher on the 
nervous system than most people 
realize. 


This left most of the American 


burden on the shoulders of young 
Chuck McKinley, who has legs 
like tree trunks and an infectious 
grin. He reminds me a little of 
Ted 
Schroeder, 
the 
way 
he 


stumps around and, also, the way 
he wins. Last year McKinley won 
the title without losing a set. 


This year I watched him lose 


two sets and almost the match to 
a 
Brazilian 
southpaw 
named 


Koch, who has given him trouble 
before. Koch was finally defeated 
by'his own nerves rather than by 
McKinley, who, I thought, played 
ragged, timid, and certainly de- 
fensive tennis. 


He improved a bit the next day 


against . another southpaw 
(he 


doesn't like playing them) and 
much 
more the following day 


against still another lefthander, 
Billy Knight, a strikingly handr 
some chap with a devastating 
first service when he gets it in, 
which isn't often enough. This is 
the first match in which McKin- 
ley played anything like cham- 
pionship tennis, with his powerful 
forcing shots .aimed right at .the 
corners. 


The tennis is, of course, the 


thing at Wimbledon, but hardly 
the whole thing. Wimbledon is a 
triumph 
of organization, 
with 


what seems like the Army, Navy, 
and the Marines all mobilized to 
direct you to your seat, if you 
have one, which is unlikely. If 
you haven't, you peer over fences 
or around corners. Or you stand 
in line and hope for standing 
room someplace. 


The English are the greatest 


standers-in-liners I ever saw. 
Hordes of young schoolgirls, all 
dressed identically in their blaz- 
ers and straw hats, wait patiently 
for hours, chattering with antici- 
patory glee at what they hope to 
see. 
Mighty pretty girls, too. 


Well, tennis, I've always felt, has 
always brought out fin America 
as everywhere) not only the pret- 
tiest girls but the best dressed 
and the cleanest. When you go to 
a tennis match, you must at all 
costs be well pressed in every 
seam. 


I had been reading about Wim- 


bledon's famous center court for 
years and I fought my way in 
there to watch the young Austral- 
ian, Roy Emerson, who is seeded 
No. l, absorb quite a lot of pun- 
ishment from another southpaw- 
great day for lefthanders—from 
Yugoslavia before defeating him. 
In the center court, in addition to 
the tennis and the ladies' hats 
(which are quite a show on their 
own), you can also stare at tha 
Royal Box, if you like staring at 
Royal Boxes, and don't we all? 
Rather minor royalty in attend- 
ance that day, Princess Marina 
being the only royalty around. 
Beautifully tweeded, hatted, and 
attentive she was—until teatime. 
Then she sprang up and the 
whole royal entourage sprang up 
with her and marched out to the 
multi-colored awnings on the lawa 
for tea. 


It didn't matter that Emerson 


was in deep trouble—and him an 
Empire boy, too. Tea is tea. First 
things first. It's great to be back 
in the land of the amateurs. Eng- 
land isn't producing any very 
great tennis players these days, 
but it's got the best crowd of 
spectators I've seen in years.
